LONDON, June I—Germany can be knocked out of the 
war by fall, crushed by huge fleets of American and British 
bombers, air experts predicted today as the German city of 
Cologne lay in flaming ruin under the most devastating air 
raid in history.

When the R.4-F. sent more than 1,000 bombers with the 
greatest weight of steel and explosive ever borne on wings intd 
the Rhineland Saturday night, these sources declared, its fliers 
heralded not only an eventual invasion of Hitler's Europe but 
also the systematic destruction of his war machine, city by 
city, factory by factory. 
The R.A.F. continued Its offensive against the Nasls in daylight 
today with flights of fighters aotive over northern France, apparently 
concentrating on the Calais area. 
Of such magnitude wee the Cologne raid that only a masterwork 
of organisation, with the bombers swarming over their targets at stair 
second intervale, made it possible.

Too much cheatiug in 
the whole program. . . . At cer­ 
tain stations you can get all the 
gasoline you want. , . . The whole 


thing is just another scare like the 
Ickes gasoline shortage last sum 
mer.”

adopted because of. the loss and 
transfer of oil tankers which for­ 
merly supplied the East, with most 
of its gasoline, and because the 
government wants to cut down on 
civilian driving in order to con­ 
serve rubber. 
A recent institute survey showed 
that even lf gasoline were as plen­ 
tiful as water and could be trans 
ported to all sections, some sort 
of rationing would be necessary if 
for no other reason than to care 
the nation's tires.

able AS ALWAYS on or before the 10th of the month following dates of pur­ 


chase. The Federal Reserve Board now requires that your charge account must 
be paid IN FULL not later than the 10th of the, second month following the 
month of purchase, or your account must be considered in default. For example, 
any charge purchases made during the month of May (or any older balances)' 
which are not paid for IN FULL by July 10th would cause your account to be in 
default and prevent your retailer from extending further credit after that date, 
until paid in full. 


(Under certain circumstances, defaults on charge accounts may be cured by re­ 
financing past due balances. Creditors will explain these conditions cm request.) 


INSTALLMENT ACCOUNTS —The new Regulations require down payments of 
one-third on most articles (one-fifth on furniture and pianos) and permit terms 
as long as 12 months on balances of $60 or more. Smaller balances require pay­ 
ments of at least $5 per month.

essentials are more plentiful he 
has a lot more to do than merely 
drive it into hie garage, and leave 
H there. 
The paint, tires, chrome trim, 
upholstery, battery, radiator, en­ 
gine, gasoline system, clutch, and 
other parts of the car need special 
attention if the vehicle is to be 
put in so-called “deed” storage for 
the remainder of the war. 
On* 
of 
the 
most 
important 
things ie the draining of gasoline 
from tank and carburetor. 
This 
can be done by running the motor 
until it stop* after draining the 
tank proper. 
Next ie the battery, which de­ 
teriorates more rapidly in idle­ 
ness than in operation. 
It will re­ 
quire even more careful servicing 
with a re-charge about every six 
weeks. 
The radiator and cooling system 
must be drained to avoid rust. 
In caring for the tires it is ad­ 
visable, 
lf 
possible, 
to 
remove 
them with the wheels and store 
them, packed horlsonlally, in a 


cool dark place. 
If removing the 
wheels is impracticable Jack up 
the oar so the tires will be clear 
of the floor. 
The clutch should be kept dis­ 
engaged with a small block of 
wood. Helpful for preservation of 
the engine la the coating of th * 
cylinder walls with lard oil. 
This 
can be done by removing each 
spark plug and Injecting half an 
ounce Into each cylinder, turning 
the engine over a couple of times 
to spread it and then replacing 
the spark plugs. 
It ie advisable also to cover the 
carburetor, air cleaner, crank cee* 
ventilator Inlet, outlet and tail 
pipe with small paper bags, se­ 
curely held with twine. 
It ie helpful to leave the rear 
axle, transmission and engine oil 
in the car. The hand brake should 
be in e released position. 
If you have gone this far your 
next step is to clean the uphol­ 
stering, carpet and carpet inserts, 
spray 
them with a dependable 
moth-proof 
chemical 
and 
then 
close all windows to keep out dust. 
The 
body 
finish 
should 
be 
washed and polished or waxed and 
the chrome trim should be given 
a coating of light oil, petroleum 
Jelly or grease, taking care that 
none is permitted to come in con­ 
tact with the rubber trfcn. 
The oar then should be covered 
with a paper or cloth hood and 
stored in a clean, dry place, free 
from too much sunlight and par­ 
ticularly water leaks.

An Oldtime Expert Discloses All; 


Nature, It Seems, Is Best Bet For 
Attracting Public’s Attention

OM J. GERAGHTY, one of the good oldtimers of 
the motion picture business, ruminates enter­ 
tainingly on some of his experiences with titles for 
pictures, a theme to which I gave some attention re­ 
cently* 
My readers may recall that I disclosed consider* 
1 able opposition among motion picture exhibitors to 
the word "love” in a title, their claim being that It 
was boxoffice poison. The situation pained me no 
little, because I think love is a real nice word. 
Tom Geraghty, who has been associated with 
some of the greatest figures in the cinema indus­ 
try, says he went through all that years ago, what 
with being present at the birth of more than 200 
titles of pictures that he either wrote or produced. 
He says he often wrestled with that word "lov#’* 
In a title, but got nowhere with it - 
“Anyone you ask, anywhere, anytime, can give 
{ you a better title than the one you have sweated 
over for days," he remarks. “Even if you catch them 
off their guard they’ll have an answer in a flash, I 
could write, cast and supervise a picture clear down 
into the cutting room, but the moment I presumed 
to suggest, from mature thought, a whale of a title, 
everything went black.” 
T 
OM admits that while he did manage to put over 
a dozen or so of bis favorite titles. It was usually 
through chicanery and diplomatic subterfuge. He 
did not dare admit responsibility. The matter of a 
main title was a matter for profound debate among 
the executives and Tom thinks it came under the 
head of unfinished business, because no matter how 
definite the decision the selected title might be 
kicked out the next day. 
"Then notices were posted and sent out asking 
for suggestions,” Tom says. “One thing always puz­ 
zled me—everyone agreed a title was all important 
to pull the customers in but never more than 125 
or $50 was paid for Inspiring suggestions. At one 
period, the secretary of the president of our com­ 
pany and my private secretary happened to be sis­ 
ters. And somehow or another, it always happened 
that one of these sisters won the title prize.” 
He recalls that Je ss* Lasky, who produced "S er­ 
geant York”, once had a pet title, 
like nearly all 
I execuHve®- It wa* “ Sacrifice" and Tom says Lasky 
beautiful 
offered it year In and year out. It. never clicked. 
at 
least, I though It was often a perfect fit for some story. 
Tom thinks it was finally used by a quickie produced 
on "Poverty Row.”

Nor was food anything to make 
one pause. My poor wife some­ 
times worries about what to have 
for dinner, but nobody on the radio 
ever worries about food. They get 
something they can whip up for 
breakfast, lunch or supper in s 
minute which will satisfy the most 
erratic appetite. 
No, I can’t say that I tljink the 
radio contributes to mental . fa­ 
tigue. It seems to me soothing and 
beautiful, something we need very 
much. It wee only when my eyes 
were rested and I took again to 
reading The Brothers Karamasov 
or Plato, with whom I began dally­ 
ing this last year, that I began to 
have returning symptoms of neu­ 
rasthenia, hysteria, and fatigue, 
and it was then that doubts aud 
troubles began to invade my sen­ 
sorium.

It offered two alternative plans, 
one of permitting newspapers one 
to four deliveries a day, depending 
on the sis# of the area served, but 
requiring a 26 percent reduction 
In delivery mileage. 
The other would permit an un­ 
limited number of deliveries but 
require a 40 percent reduction In 
mileage compared with the same 
month last year. Th* mileage cuts 
would apply only to

or 
horsedrwwn rubber-tired vehicles. 
Th* alternative plans are effec­ 
tive today, aa was the original 
order. 
Under the first, newspapers serv­ 
ing a commercial area having a 
population under 200,000 by cen­ 
sus bureau figures will be per­ 
mitted only one delivery a day. 
Papers serving an ara* of 200,000 
to 700,000 population will be a1- 
lowed two deliveries; those serving 
700,000 to 3,000,000, three deliver­ 
ies and those serving an area of 
more than 2,000,000 population, four 
deliveries. 
Callback* Prohibited 
Under the first, newspapers serv- 
veries and callbacks are prohibited. 
POSTPONED from June I to 
July I the effective date of the 
over-the-road delivery order which 
prohibits trucks from making a re­ 
turn trip with less than 75 percent 
capacity load. Until July I, trucks 
may return empty if there Is no 
cargo available for the home trip. 
EXEMPTED from the local deli- 
very order trucks engaged exclu­ 
sively in th# pickup or delivery 
of telegraphic, radio and cable com­ 
munication! and the United States 
malls. 
SET JULY I as the effective date 
of the mileage reduction program 
for coal trucks, a change intended 
to step up coal deliveries in June.

SEEN SAVER OF FUEL 


War Throws Spotlight Over 
This Conservation Idea 


One of the most important in­ 
fluences of the war on home con­ 
struction trends is likely to be a 
new And greater appreciation of the 
value of insulation, according to 
building experts. G o v e r n m e n t 
sources have been urging Insulation 
both as a fuel conservation measure 
and as a means of lightening the 
transportation load. 
Although the principles of insu­ 
lation have been understood for 
many year*, only a comparatively 
small parentage of today’s homes 
enjoy Its advantages. Aa a result, 
millions of tons of coal and vast 
amounts of oil and gas are being 
consumed early which could be 
saved through protection against 
heat wastage. 
Insulation is a material which 
reduced materially the passage of 
heat through walls, ceilings or other 
areae. It assures a more even tem­ 
perature in cold weather with lees 
expense and effort. In summer it 
keep* out the beat and the home Is 
tooler and more comfortable. 
It has been estimated that the 
average house can be heated with 
from 25 to 60 percent less fuel 
when It is effectively insulated. 
The Insulation continues to serve 
without upkeep for the life of the 
building. Fuel saving usually pays 
for the cost of the insulation within 
a shot time and from then on pays 
a handsome dividend. 
There are several types of insula­ 
tion available today. Among those 
most extensively need are the rigid, 
or board type, and the loose and 
blanket materials which are need 
to fill the spaces between studs and 
joists.

"The kind of world after the war will depend on the attitude* of 
mind in the midet of a profound revolution.” Dr. Albert Edward Wig- 
yam told the 320 graduating senior*.and the audience ^ the 68th an 
attal commencement of East Liverpool High school Friday night in 
tho Ceramic theater. 
. : Dr. Wiggam devoted hi* address on “Educating Ourselves for the 
Fdst-War World” to an outline of* ■ - - - 
—...- ............... 
conditions which may succeed the 
(resent crisis and the attitudes 
that will bring about a mental and 
cultural renaissance. 
Two Kindt Of Revolution 
Two kinds of revolution may re 
snit from the war Dr. Wiggam in 
dicated. 
He said "One it spelled with a 
Urge R and is covered with blood 
sueb aa Hitler originated; the oth­ 
er Is spelled with a little r and will 
be felt et first' only by scholars 
aigd thinkers but later will come 
tilr mesa ‘renew, recover and re- 
naUsance”. 
* 
"Ton do not have democracy un 
Ieee It is written on the souls of 
the people”, Dr. Wiggam emphssis- 
ed before be pointed out three 
world possibilities that face Amer­ 
ica. 
"Men may take the lnstuments 
of science and destroy civilisation 
ae at tho close of First World war 
when they tried to destroy life by 
the 'science of living’; men may 
go on as they now are and a long 
period of social and political revo­ 
lution may be the beginning of an­ 
other dark ages; or men may apply 
human intelligence to human af­ 
fairs.” 
Of these three potentialities, 
Dr. Wiggam said he believes and 
hopes the latter will happen. 
At present there are prevalent 
four attitudes of mind which are 
represented by four types of men. 
•ald the speaker. 
Classifies Attitudes 
He classed them as altruists, 
Sneerful and courageous; 
pessi­ 
mists. who live 
in 
an 
escapist 
world of unreality as an optimist 
does; conservatives, who believe 
that nothing should be done for 
the first tim*; and radicals, who 
believe that nothing should be 
done except for the first time. 
"None of these men can aid in 
post-war difficulties,” asserted Dr. 
Wiggam, who cited the new scien­ 
tific liberal as "the only one to 
help, the only man who sees bow 
the world got Into the meas it now 
Is in.” 
He pointed out that 2S0 years 
ago a new group of men, scientists, 
made a world community of the 
world globe, then the businessmen 
sad politicians ran away with it. 
"A scientific liberal can bring a 
new motive and attitude of mind 
into bushiest and industry,” Dr. 
Wiggam declared. 
Business must pay. he stressed, 
but employers also must concern 
themselves with what kind of life 
they ere going to give employes 
sad what opportunities they will 
offer them. 
"A scientific liberal will meet 
five great problems since we now 
have a world community but not a 
world 
government*” Dr. Wiggam 
asserted. 
Raw Material Foetor 
Ha listed the first of these as 
the distribution and control of raw 
materials of the world, which can­ 
not he done by a treaty but must 
he accomplished 
by 
building a 
world government with a world 
constitution. 
r ib a distribution and control of 
tho world’s population would lay 
the foundation for a "world eugeni­ 
cal policy", according to Dr. Wig- 
fem. 
The last three problems which 
nust be met are 
the distrlbu- 
Jon and control of power, medi- 
•sl care and education, 
he de­ 
sired 
Dr. 
Wiggam 
emphasized 
that 
serlaln 
attitudes 
of 
mind 
are 
secessary for the scientific liber- 
iji to meet these problems. 
He said he feels these should 
include, tolerance, an open mind 


the husband-wlfe, parent-child and 
individual-community relationships. 
"That type of man mutt become 
a "world citizen and must see 
that education goes on from the 
cradle to the grave", Dr. Wiggam 
maintained. 
"A scientific liberal must know 
the value of life—must see the 
difference between the tinsel and 
the gold and silver of human ex­ 
istence,” he continued. 
He should examine, develop and 
organize ideas In the world, the 
doctdr contended, and should em 
ploy an analytical technique of 
self-questioning. 
Should Question Self 
"He should ask himself, 'Do I 
want to know the truth? Am I 
willing to lay aside prejudice of 
mind? Have I ever examined any 
evidence against my own appeal'?” 
Dr. 
Wiggam stressed 
that a 
scientific liberal need not be a 
scholar or a great intellectual but 
can be a humble man with open 
attitudes of mind. 
He appealed to the graduates to 
follow 
ethical, 
religious, 
educa­ 
tional and lofty causes and to al­ 
ways say "I still can learn”. 
Supt. H. G. Means introduced 
the speaker and gave a brief per­ 
sonality sketch of him. Dr. Wig­ 
gam la on the writers’ staff of

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Brazilian Ship Torpedoed 
WASHINGTON, June I — The 
navy announced today that a me­ 
dium-sized Brazilian merchant ves­ 
sel has been torpedoed In the Car­ 
ibbean sea.

"if we are to break this evil mad­ 
ness now loose in Nazi Germany, 
the conviction with which We de­ 
fend our faith must be as deep and 
as passionate as that with which 
our enemies would destroy i t ” 
"There was a time when people 
used to say that it was of small 
importance that people believed; 
that questions of dogmas were at 
best an effete mental exercise, and 
at worst a positive hindrance to 
true religion,” he said in an ad­ 
dress prepared for Ohio Wesleyan 
university’s centennial commence­ 
ment. 
"We can judge today how shal­ 
low and dangerous such talk was,” 
he continued. "For with the exam­ 
ple of Nazi Germany before our 
eyes we cannot doubt that what a 
man believes matters more than 
anything.”
